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at 4 Leagues dlfiance :•, Of which I intend you more particu- 
lars'hereafter. 

Among them are cxpeftcd the tfngth of thefe Tckfeopef , 
and the Largehefs of the Jperikn of their OhjeS-glaffei. In 
the mean time , the P4t:it'oolical-_gl(ijfes , formerly mentioned 
to be in hand here at LenMnt are finifliing with all poffible 
care and ipduftry. 

A Further Kelalion of the VVhak-fifliing about the 
Bermudas., and on the Coafk <?/^ New-England and 
New-Netherland. 

The fame PerfoD, that cotfimunicated the particulars a- 
bout the iiew Whale-fifhing near the BerMadas, meationcd 
in the firft of thefe Tra£fs , gives this further Information 5 
That there have been fincc taken by order of the Bermndis 
Company J fixtcen of thofc Whales , theOylc whereof , to 
the quantity of 50 or 60 Tuns arrived in Irektid at Limrick^y 
fome few months agoe. 

He adds, that about two years fince, there ftranded upon 
the Coafi: o(Neiv.Engla»d a dead Whale, of that fort, which 
they call Trumpo , having Teeth refemblirig thofe of a Miil , 
and its mouth at a good diftance from , and under the Nofe 
or Trunk , and feveral boxes or partitions in the Nofe, like 
thofeof the Tailes inLobfters, and that that being open 'd 
there run out of it a thin oily fubfVancej which would candy 
In time 5 after which , the remainder , being a thick fatty 
fubflance, was taken out of the fame part, with a fcoopc. 
And this fubftancc he affirmed to be the Spermi Ceti 5 ad- 
ding further, that the B/«^^fr, as they call it, it fclf, of the 
fame fort of Whales, when ftewed, yields on the top a crea- 
ky fubftance , which taken off, and thrown upon white 
lAjinej lets fall a dirty heterogeneous fedimentj but what 
remai&s aloft, affords a spsrmA'CiH»Yikc matter* 
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He concluded his relation with obrerviflg,that.thefc whale? 
Were to be met withjbctWech the Coaft of NePMEfi^la»d^ind 
fittP Nesherlaftd J where they might becaiight tight or nine 
tnontfes io the ycar^ whericas tboffeabout the Sermudat arc to 
be fotiad thercoriiyin th€lvionthsofF€&r«4>'/ J March An^ 
April. 

Concerning the death of the Whjilc, which hath been re- 
lated to have ftranded upon Nen>-E»gk»d^ it is not very im* 
probable, bar, ("that Fifti having alfo more than one Ene- 
myjwhereofa fmall Fifli called the TreJI/er , is one, who, by 
Mr. Terry's Relation in his Eafi'Indian Voyage , with his 
nlmblenefs vexes him as much, as a Bee does agreat Beaft 
on the land -, and a certain horny FiQi another , who runs its 
horn into the Whal's belly ) it may have been kill'd by tha 
latter of thcfe twoj which'kind of Filh is known, fometimcs 
to run its horn into Ships { perhaps taking them forWhales) 
and there fnapjMngit afunderj as hapned-not long finbc to an 
Englifh Veffelinthe ^Fejl-I»diafj Sezsj the broken piece of 
th^t Horn being by theMaftcrof thatftiipprefe'nted t6the 
King 5 and now kept in His Majefties Repofitory ; the like 
wherof befcl a French VclTel , failing towards the Eaft- 1 n- 
diesf according to the Relation , roadeby MdnfieurTiSeT/e' 
Koi infers fccond To/^e of Curious Voyages. 

Of a nntarkahk- Spring . dboHt P'adcfborn in Ger- 
many. 

An inquiring dentlemaa of thofe parts writps to his Friend 
in Lonaon^ as follows , 

In this H'lQctU of Taderborn ^ about a leagues fVom that 
Town , is a treble Spring .call'd /^e^^o>'«, which has three 
ftreams , cwo wherof arc not above one foot and and a half 
diftant from one another , and yet of fo differing qualities ^ 
that whereas one ofthepi is limpid, blewilh, lukewarm ^ 
bublicg, andholdiog'Sal-armoniack;OcbraiIroni Vitripl» 
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
